Correspondence with Foreign Countries 


1. There are no official restrictions on sending letters abroad from Latvia. 
2. Letters do not have to be sent by registered post or delivered to a post office 
in person by the sender but may be dropped into any post box, The only require- 


ment is that the sender's name and address should be written on the back of the 
envelope. 


Correspondence Inside Latvia 


3e It is generally assumed that persons sending letters abroad or receiving such 
correspondence are recorded by the security authorities. 1, 


he Letters addressed to places in Latvia or in the U.S.5.R. do not have to show 
the sender's name or address. 


5. As a rule postal traffic inside Latvia is normal and it takes ordinary internal 
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letters two to thre: days to reach their destination, but cases have been 
known when it took # letter saven days to reach the addresses, therefore 
it is suspectsd thst an occasional cansorship of inland letters is also 
carried out. 


6, It is known that letters from abroad do reach Latvia but that letters 
sent out from Latvia often fail to arrive at their destination and simply 
disappear on the way,
